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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The applicant's amendment received 5-1-2006 overcomes the examiner's prior 
art rejection. Hence claims 1-12 are allowed. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1 . The applicant's amendment adds the following statement to each independent 

claim: 

. . wherein the loader interface transfers the management of an associated 
address space completely to a load application after the load application is assigned 
to the assigned address space. . . 

The examiner interprets that this "transfer" implies interaction/messaging 
between the loader interface and the application and that the loader is either 1) actively 
programmed not to access this area again or 2) actively denied access to this area by 
either the application program and/or operating system. The examiner takes this 
interpretation from the applicant's response: 

. .According to each of the independent claims, a loader interface of the 
present invention loads a load application, allots a part of free memory space to the 
load address space completely to the load application, such that the loader interface 
has no further access to the assigned address space . . . (pages 7-8). This rebuttal 
argument implies that either the load interface has an intelligent design whereby it will 
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not attempt to access the assigned address space ever again and/or the application 
program will either communicate with the loader and/or deny access to the loader 
should it attempt to use that memory access space. The applicant has therefore stated 
for the record that their loader is different from the manner in which Microsoft's control 
panel works when loading two programs (eg. no overwrite will occur) since Microsoft's 
loader cannot access the memory where the first program was loaded (and, perhaps, 
their loader does not transfer the management of an associated address space 
completely to a load application via some type of communication between the two 
programs). 

The examiner's interpretation therefore requires the applicant, based on their 
response, to possess some type of "mechanism" (eg. software) whereby they ensure 
that the loader interface has no further access to the assigned address space. 

It is the examiner position that this is the specific point of novelty and he wants to 
make clear that it is their rebuttal arguments (eg. teaching differences over Microsoft) 
that sway him.
